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The  Reports  of  the  Orphan  Fund  for  the  year  1898  were  distri- 
buted, and  attention  called  to  the  fact  that,  although  the  County 
Down  had  topped  the  list  of  subscriptions,  there  was  little  reason 
for  congratulation,  because  there  were  197  Lodges  which  had  never 
yet  contributed  one  penny,  and  five  Districts  from  which  no  sub- 
scription had  been  received.  Strong  expressions  of  opinion  were 
used  as  to  the  duty  of  the  officers  of  District  and  Private  Lodges  in 
this  matter.  It  was  urged  by  some  that  an  honest  endeavour  was 
being  made  to  assist  the  fund,  and  promises  were  made  by  the 
District  Officers  to  use  their  influence  to  induce  the  members  to 
contribute  annually. 

It  was  reported  that  the  application  to  have  Warrants  969,  1050, 
1145,  1286,  1362,  1445,  1885,  and  1931  struck  off  the  County  Down 
roll  had  been  acceded  to  by  the  g.l.i. 

The  Secretary  reported  that  on  the  30th  November,  1898,  he 
had  received  Warrant  1362  (one  of  those  mentioned  above)  in  an 
envelope,  without  any  note  or  name  attached;  that  on  the  1st 
December  he  forwarded  the  parchment  to  Dublin,  and  sent  an 
account  to  the  Secretary  of  No.  4  District  for  eight  years'  dues  of 
the  Warrant,  at  2s  6d  per  annum  (viz.,  years  1891  to  1898  in- 
clusive)— £1.  The  cash  had  not  been  paid,  and,  on  a  Brother 
present  saying  that  if  adjourned  for  six  months  the  £1  would  be 
paid,  the  further  consideration  of  the  matter  was  postponed. 

Communications  were  read  from  the  g.l.i.  and  the  g.l.  of 
Belfast  regarding  l.o.l.  1115,  to  the  effect  that  the  Grand  Lodge  of 
Belfast  declined  to  allow  the  Lodge  to  remain  in  Saintfield  District, 
and  that  they  would  hold  to  the  resolution  passed  by  the  g.l.i.
